We solemnly make the following 
declarations, viz: 
That this Church views the shed- 
ding of human blood with the utmost 
abhorrence. That we regard the kill- 
ing of human beings, except in con- 
formity with the civil law, as a — 
crime which should be punished b 
shedding the blood of the — *

Notwithstanding all the stories told 
about the killing of apostates, no case 
of the kind has ever occurred, and of 
course has never been established 

ainst the Church we represent. 

undreds of seceders from the Church 
have continuously resided and now 
live in this Territory. many of whom 
have amassed considerable wealth, 
though bitterly hostile to the Mor- 
mon” faith and le. Even those 
who have made it their business to 
fabricate the vilest falsehoods, and to 
render them plausible by culling 
isolated from old sérmons 
without the explanatory context, and 
have suffered no 2 to esca 
them of vilifying and ‘blackening the 
characters of the people, have re- 
mained among those whom they have 
thus persistently calumniated until 
the * day, without receiving 
the slightest personal injur x. 

We denounce as entirely untrue 
the allegation which has been made, 
that our Church favors or believes in 
the killing of persons who leave the 
Church or apostatize from its doc-

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trines. We would view a punishment 
of this character for such an act with 
the utmost horror, it is abhorrent to 
us and is in direct opposition to the 
fundamental principles of our 

The revelations of God to this 
Church make death the penalty for 
capital crime, and require that 
offenders against life and property 
shall be delivered up to and tried by 
the laws of the land. 

We declare that no Bishop's or 


other court in this Church claims or 


exercises civil or judicial functions, 
or the right to supersede, annul or 
modify a judgment of any civil court. 
Such courts, while established to 
regulate Christian conduct, are purely 
ecclesiastical, and their punitive 
powers go no further than the — or 
sion or excommunication of members 
from Church fellowship. 

That this Church, while offering 
advice for the welfare of its members 
in all conditions of life, does not 
claim or exercise a right to interfere 
with citizens in the free exercise with 
social or political — and privileges. 
The ballot in this Territory is abso- 
lutely untrammeled and secret. No 
man's business or other secular affairs 
are invaded by the Church or any of 
its officers. agency and direct 
individual accountability to God are 
among the essentials of our Church 
doctrine. All things in the Church 
must be done by common consent, 
and no officer is appointed without 
the vote of the body. 

We declare that there is nothing in 
the ceremony of the Endowment, or 
in any doctrine, tenet, obligation or 
injunction of this Church, either pri- 
vate or public, which is hostile or 
intended to be hostile to the Govern- 
ment of the United States. On the 
contrary, its members are under 
divine commandment to revere the 
Constitution as a heaven-inspired in- 
strument and obey as supreme all 
laws made in pursuance of its pro- 
visions, 

Utterances of prominent men in 
the Church at a time of great excite- 

ment have been selected and grouped, 
to convey the impression that present 
members are seditious. Those ex- 
pressions were made more than thirty 
years ago, when through the false- 
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hoods of officials, afterwards demon- 


strated to be baseless, troops were 
sent to this Territory and were viewed 
by the people, in their isolated con- 


creed. | dition, fifteen hundred miles from 


railroads, as an armed mob coming to 
renew the bloody persecutions of 
years before. 
At that time excitement prevailed 
and strong lan was ; but 


no words of disloyalty against the 


Government or its institutions were 
uttered; public speakers confined 
their remarks to denouncing traitor- 
ous officials who were prostituting 
the powers of their positions to accom- 
plish nefarious ends. Criticism of 
the acts of United States officials 
was not considered then, neither is it 
now, as treason against the nation 
nor as hostility to the Government. 
In this connection we may say that 
the members of our church have never 
offered or intended to offer, any insult 
to the flag of our country; but have 
always honored it as the ensign of 
law and liberty. oe 

We also declare that this Church 
does not claim to be an independent, 
temporal kingdom of God, or to — 
an inperium in imperio aiming 
overthrow the United States or any 
other civil government. It has been 
organized by divine revelation pre- 
—— to the second advent of the 

eemer. It proclaims that the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand.“ Its 
members are commanded of God to 
be subject unto the powers that be 
until Christ comes, whose right it is 
to reign. 

Church government and civil 
government are distinct and separate 
in our theory und practice, and we 
regard it as part of our destiny to aid 
in the maintenance and perpetuity of 
the institutions of our country. 

We claim no religious liberty 
that we are unwilling to accord to 
others. 

_We ask for no civil or political 
rights which are not granted and 
guaranteed to citizens in general. 

We desire to be in harmony with 
the Government and people of the 


United States as an integral part of 
the nation. | 

We regard all attempts to exclude — 
aliens from naturalization, and citi-

franchise, solely because they are 
members of the “ Mormon” Church, 
asimpolitic, unrepublican, and danger- 
ous encroachments upon civil and 
religious liberty.

we regard those wrongs as the acts of 


men and not of the Government ; and 
we intend, by the help of Omni- 
potence, to remain firm in our fealty 
and steadfast in the maintenence of 
constitutional principle and the integ- 
rity of this Republic.

FACTS AND EVENTS. 

Venaire, in Illinois; Memphis, in Tennessee; and Sardio, in Mississippi, have recently 
been damaged by cyclones. 

A terrible cyclone struck St. Louis recently, tearing down small structures, overthrow- 
ing one church steeple, and damaging many factories and business houses, with a loss of 
about £20,000. Four persons are known to have been killed and seven others severely 
injured. There are reports of a tremendous blizzard throughout the north-west. 

New Lokk, Jan. 14.—News continues to arrive of the terrible devastation caused by 
the recent blizzard. On the Grand Trunk Railroad, at Acton Vale, a train was blown 
from the metals on its side, and wrecked. Three passengers were injured, the others 
having narvellous escapes. A goods train at Custer, Ohio, was also blown off the track on 
the down line, where a passenger train ran into it, the wreckage being great. The fire- 
man and engineer were both injured. | a 
Syracuse, N. T., December 26.— A cyclone from the south-west. swept across the 
Onandaga Lake at ten o’clock this forenoon, prostrating many structures. It caught up 
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and carried a great volume of water wildly before it, and struck the barn of the People’s 
Street Railway Company, carrying away the cornice and roof and overthrowing the 
front walls. A mass of brick and timber was hurled into the building and did much 
damage. Charles A. Nichols, assistant-superintendent, was instantly killed. Several 
employes were more or less severely hurt. 

New York, Jan. 14.—Fuller details of the cyclone which ravaged the on 
Sunday night and yesterday show that it was most disastrous in its effects. It 
in two directions from St. Louis in the north-east to Montreal and due east to Phila- 
delphia. Its most terrible results occurred at Clinton, Kentucky, where ten persons were 
killed and more than fifty injured, many of whom will die, while seventy houses were 
demolished. The force of the wind was thirty miles per hour at Pittsburg and ninety at 
the Niagara Falls, where buildings, farms, barns, telegraph wires, and poles were mown 
down like grass. The great factory of the Canadian Web Company was unroofed, and 
its walls blown down. The operatives narrowly escaped with their lives.—Liverpoot 
Post. 

New YorE, Jan. 14.—A disastrous fire W night in a grain elevator at 
Baltimore, in which half- a- million bushels of wheat were stored. The flames spread with 
alarming rapidly, the steamer Sacrobosco, which was lying alongside the wharf, catching 
fire instantly. She was soon blazing from stem to stern and was completely destroyed, 


steamers Ohio and North Erin, which were lying in the vicinity, were also damaged by 
the fire, but the crews saved themselves by jumping overboard, and swimming ashore. 
The loss is estimated at one million dollars. 

Conoorpi4, Kansas, Dec. 25.—Outrages of White Caps” in this vicinity continue, 
‘notwithstanding the fact that vigorous efforts are being made to break up the organiza- 
tion. A party of seven men are now on trial for an outrage committed only a week ago, 
and to-day James Monsur, who has been employed by a physician of the city, and was 
paid off yesterday, while on his way home was held up and robbed.

TORONTO, Jan. 14.—A terrific gale, accompanied by heavy rain, swept over Ontario 
and Quebec yesterday, and according to reports received caused great damage every-

Tr is almost incredible that any professed Christian should decline to accept 
the proposition which has just been made ; but it is the common experience 
of our Elders to find that the {masses of ‘church-goers would rather consult 
some Rev. D.D. or Professor than seek unto God for religious light and 
. knowledge. The condemnation which shall come upon such a generation will 
inevitably be heavy. The practicability of having the truth of ‘Mormonism,” 
§0- -called, tested in the manner spoken of has been verified in multiplied 
thousands of cases. The knowledge and testimony which have thus been 
obtained leaves nothing to be desired. Religion is thereby taken out of the 
realm of conjecture. People are given assurance instead of speculation, 
certainty instead of doubt, and hope and confidence instead of fear and dis- 
trust. It is the experience of these strengthening principles that buoys the 
Saints up in the midst of the most trying and adverse circumstances. They 
know what God's work is, They know where He has established it. They 
know much about His general purposes in the earth in the last days. They 
know that when the times He has set are fulfilled, the work belonging there- 
unto will be fully accomplished. Knowledge of an equally satisfying and 
‘extensive character is promised to every one who will do God’s will. It is 
‘God Himself who authorises the statement, and there is no alternative left us 
but to conclude that where no such knowledge exists the will of the Almighty 
is not done. This Church desires no man or woman to become a member of 
it unless a satisfying testimony of its divinity has been received. We entreat 
all others to keep out of it. If sectarianism can use mankind with all their 
doubts, this Church cannot. If popalar Christianity wants men and women 
who are in blind ignorance of the present will and purposes of the Almighty, 
“Mormonism” does not. People who fly for a knowledge of divine things to 
learned theologians, commentaries, &, instead of going for it to God, the 
source of all light and truth, may have a church home somewhere; ; but we 
- trust none such will try, until after repentance, to find it among the Saints. 
In view of such teachings which have characterized the instructions of the 
‘Elders of this Ohurch from the beginning, the charge of imposture must seem 
ridiculous to every one who will give the matter but a little careful considera- 
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tion. If there is any deception practised it must be by the individual upon 
himeelf ; for it is inadmissible to suppose that God could be guilty of wrong- 
doing. 

The groundless character of the charge of imposture will be equally evident 
if we look at the question from any other standpoint. Thus, for instance, 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints corresponds exactly in 
organization with the Church that was founded by the Savior Himself and 
His apostles, This similarity is carried out in matters of detail as well as in 
those that are general. Thus we find that the very names of the ancient 
officers are retained, and the duties enjoined upon them are identical. The 
various quorums of the Priesthood are all represented, viz., Apostles, High 
Priests, Seventies, Elders, Priests, Teachers, and Deacons. Provision is made 
in the Church for the settlement of difficulties between brethren, as was done 
in early days; and, in a word, as an eminent non-“ Mormon” clergyman— 
Bishop Tuttle—testifies, the Saints follow all the forms of the primitive 
Church with the greatest care. Now, if such a Church is all wrong, what its 
enemies need is some one who can make it plain that a perfect reproduction 
of the original institution is an unrighteous imposition, while others that bear 
scarcely any resemblance to the original, are most assuredly genuine repre- 
sentations of it—someone so gifted with the powers of sophistry that he can 
make it clear to the average mind that the nearer one gets to@ certain thing 
the further he is from it, or vice versa. If it is an imposition, and conse- 
quently sinful, for anyone now to organize a Church like the primitive one, 
let us be informed how near we may approach to the original without coming 
under condemnation. 

Again, the fundamental ee taught by the Saints are :—1. Faith in 
God, the Eternal Father, and in His Son Jesus Christ, and in the Holy Spirit. 
2. Repentance, which consists in ceasing to do evil, and in learning to do 
good instead thereof. 3. Baptism by immersion for the remission of sins. 
4, Laying on of hands by those having authority for the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. These are all principles which are taught by the Scriptures of divine 
truth, and which were practised in the early Church. Instead of railing at 
this people for adopting them into their theology and carrying them out in 
their lives, it would have more weight with honest men and women if some 
one would give sound reasons for believing that a people who do as the early 
Saints did are impostors, and that those who insist upon the observance of 
the doctrines taught by Christ and His apostles are deceivers. Let it be 
shown that it is dangerous to a true Christian life to follow with the greatest 
care all the forms of primitive Christianity. Let it be made plain that the 
ancient Gospel laws and ordinances are more honored in the breach than in 
the observance, and that such is the opinion of the Almighty. 

Much has been said and written in the usual style of raillery and 1 
against the Book of Mormon which claims to be a historical record of the 
ancient inhabitants of America, whose descendants are now known as the 
American Indians. Among other things which this record affirms we find 
the following:—1l. That the Indians are of Jewish extraction. 2. That the 
descendants of the first Jewish settlers who were led to America, attained 
to a high state of civilization. 3. That many large and opulent cities were 
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founded on or about the narrow neck of land which joins North and South 
America together, and elsewhere also. 4. That some of these cities were 
walled. 5. That roads were constructed from one place to another. 6. That 
domestic animals abounded, the horse among others. 7. That records were 
kept upon metal plates. 8. That the people had a knowledge of Christ’s 
crucifixion, 9. That in going to their temples they went Ur. 10. That the 
people were divided into two great bodies at war with one another. 11. That 
one class of the people were white, and more highly civilized than the other, 
who were dark. 12. That the latter sank into the most abominable prac- — 
tices, and clothed themselves at times with the skins of beasts. 

It is not necessary to enumerate more of the points that are made by the 
Book of Mormon history. There are enough here given for the consideration 
of our opponents. The record referred to was published to the world before 
but little was known of American antiquities. The most wonderful dis- 
coveries have since been made in this direction. They are open to the study 
of the learned, and if the Book of Mormon is a ficticious record, why is it 
that some effort is not made to show this fact by producing the evidence 
which American antiquities affords? Travelers make us acquainted with the 
ruins of ancient art and civilization which are to be found in Egypt. Now, 
if the people of America, for instance, were disposed to discredit the truth of 
what is thus “affirmed, the matter could be settled very easily. A body of 

intelligent investigators could be sent into Egypt. They could report upon 
what they saw. Thus it is with the Book of Mormon. Its statements are 
published to the world. They are sufficiently unambiguous for the most 
scientific mind. The locality where its history is laid is easily accessible. 
Will the British Anti-Mormon Society, or any other society or sectarian 
Christendom in general accept a challenge to send representatives there, and 
test the authenticity of the Book of Mormon history in the most practicable 
manner possible? The ruins of mighty, ancient American cities, the remains 
of roads whereon immense labor has been expended, temples invariably 
erected on eminences, the preserved bodies of dead white men, the fossilized 
bones of horses, the representations of the cross, the genius of the language 
of the American Indian, and the peculiarly Jewish character of his custom, 
and a multitude of other things which are subject to the observation or inves- 
tigation of the world will neither falsify for or against the claims of the Book 
of Mormon. We appeal to such matters of fact as we have mentioned to 
demonstrate the truthfulness of that record. What does the world offer in 
rebuttal? Raillery, vituperation, an outcry of imposture, delusion, &c.—these, 
and these only—weapons of weakness and shame every one of them. ) 

We assert further, that Joseph Smith, a man whom the world affects to 
despise, was an inspired prophet of God. In support of this-claim we instance 
certain prophecies uttered by him, which are as follows: —1. That the work 
which he established should stand in spite of all opposition. 2. That people 
should be gathered into it from all quarters of the world. 3. That his own 
name should become famous, being had for good or evil among all civilized — 
nations. 4 That a rejection of the Gospel which he taught would be fol- 
lowed by a withdrawal of the Holy Spirit from the people. 5. That the 
judgments of God were soon to be poured out upon the nations. 6. That 
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there should be a civil war in the United States, beginning at South Carolina. 
7. That kings of the Gentiles should have no sure thrones upon the Western 
Continent. 
These and many others that might be mentioned have all formed themes 
upon which the great modern Prophet spoke by inspiration of Almighty God. 
The fulfillment of his prophecies has either been accomplished or is taking 
place as rapidly as the flight of time will admit. There is not one single 
prediction relating to present times that Joseph Smith ever uttered (and 
altogether they may be numbered by the hundreds) which has not been or is 
not being fulfilled. We stand at the defiance of the world to show to the 
contrary. In view of the facts that can be brought forth to substantiate his 
claims to being a prophet of God, it is time that his enemies should meet 
like men the issue that is thrust upon them. Raillery and the cry of “delu- 
sion,” in the face of proof is a confession of pitiable weakness. Where there 
is reason and the force of facts at hand to maintain a position, nothing else 
is needed. The enemies of Joseph Smith by the course they pursue confess 


that he was a e of God.

Dear Brother,—I was called on a 
mission to Great Britain, Sept. 29, 
1887, by President Woodruff Upon 
my arrival in Liverpool, Nov. 4th, I 
was appointed to labor in the Man- 
chester Conference, under the direc- 
tion of President W. G. Phillips, who 
assigned me to labor along with Elder 
Reynolds in the Mooreside District, 
where we preached and visited the 
Saints, exhorting them to live their 
religion and be united. We also went 
out to deliver tracts and invite 
people to our meetings, but we got 
very few outsiders to come to them. 
I 1 em the Gospel to many of my 
old neighbors and associates, who 
received me kindly, but did not seem 
to be interested in the Gospel.

They freely 
told me that I had been the means of 
opening their eyes to many t 

truths that they had not been able to 
see or comprehend before, and they 
felt thankful for the light they had 
received.

I labored with Brother Reynolds 
for almost three months, when he was 
removed to Sheffield Conference, and 
Elder Robert Parker was sent to 
bor with me.

It is anticipated 
that three times as many will be built during the year 1890. 

It is given out on what should be considered good authority that at least 
three hundred miles of the Wyoming, Salt Lake, and California Railway will 
be built during the coming year. : | 

Mr. Bothwell has planted a suit in the Third District Court against the 
directors of the canal company, in which he seeks tu recover $200,000 dam- 
ages from them. 

There is more snow in Park City now than there has been at the same sea- 
son of the year in the history of the camp. All of which promises a most 
abundant water supply next year. 

Orson Barrett, of Monroe, a short time ago, was out — and when 

firing his gun, through some unknown cause, the barrel burst, badly injuring 
his left hand. It is thought that amputation may be necessary. 
The troubles in the Bear River and Lake Water Works and Irrigation 
Company are causing considerable anxiety.
